By the end of the week, 
20 additional employes will be 
on the job to handle what is 
predicted to be a record mail 
volume.

Another innovation is the 
routine of sorting outgoing 
mail. In the Upland office, the 
mail, mostly Christmas cards, 
are sorted principally by 
states. Then the state bundles 
of mail are taken to the Po- 
mona office, where experienc- 
ed clerks route the envelopes 
to delivery to all parts of the 
nation, according to the Up- 
land _ postmaster. 

Mr. Ray said the Post Of- 
fice will be open all day Sat- 
urday, Dec. 14, 8:30 to 5:30 
p.m. 

Mr. Rav discussed the local 
mail volume in-the realization 
that only one more Christmas 
season will be observed in the 
present postal building. Soon 
after Christmas of 1958, a new 
federal building is scheduled to 
be completed here.

Editorials 


Local Government Costs 


Local government costs can come down only when 
local, school and county officials spend less. Nothing 
is original, of course, in that observation. 

Most of us could personally live less expensively 
than we do. Most of us, however, enjoy the “better 
things” and we spend accordingly. Likewise, in our 
governmental services, we want good school buildings 
with some “extras,” and we take pride in the many 
fine public services in our city and in our county. We 
cherish the thought that our local district has provided 
for a future water supply, sewerage disposal protected 
against floods and provided many other good things. 
In general, we enjoy a high standard in our govern- 
mental affairs, just as we do in our personal lives. 

You can study your current tax bills to know how 
adequately you have provided for the present and 
the future. 

We are also faced now with the stark realization 
that some economic readjustment may be necessary. 

The tax bill “problem” doesn’t occur just once or 
twice a year but is a continuing process. If taxpayers 
want lower tax costs, they should let that fact be 
known continuously — not just at taxpaying time. 

Here are a few tests that might be applied to 
every governmental expenditure; 

1. Does this expenditure fill a real need? 

2. Is it a need which only government can supply? 

3. Must the need be met by the local or county 
government? 

4. Must the spending be done now? 

Incidentally, the local and the Chaffey school 
officials have received the approval of bond issues, so 
that money can be spent as needed for future. educa- 
tional facilities. While there should not be financial 
economy to the detriment of top quality education, 
those men and women entrusted with these huge ex- 
pendable funds, should plan cautiously and act with 
extreme concern. 


Kelber Suit Dilemna 


One of the perplexing problems of city council- 
men is adopting an ordinance in good faith and then 
have judges rule them in the wrong. 

The so-called Kelber suit decision against the city 
involves more than $70,000, which has been paid into 
a special fund designed to help in providing future 
park sites. But the appellate court ruling says the fund 
was illegally created. 

If this ruling is final, then the city must refund to 
Mike Kelber, Beecher Hungerford, J. T. Harris, Ralph 
Miller and a few others who paid into the fund “under 
protest.” The irony of the situation is that it will be 
illegal for the city to make any other refunds from this 
special account because of a state law forbidding re- 
funds contributed without any protest. 

Many other cities have ordinances creating park 
funds. In fact, the Upland ordinance was patterned 
after ordinances already in force elsewhere. But along 
comes Mr. Kelber and challenges its legality. No other 
California city wants a part in the local legal battle 
because their participation might affect their own spec- 
ial funds. 

And so, the city of Upland may have a special 
fund for a long time, out of which no money can be 
paid and the contributors, who paid without protest, 
will be without their own money. What a dilemna! 


Star Of Peace 


We confess to an uninhibited and unashamed 
enthusiasm for an idea propounded a month ago by a 
fellow newspaperman in North Carolina. 

That is, the proposal that just before Christmas 
America launch as its first earth satellite a luminous 
baby siar — one that would glow in the sky above 
every smallest part of the world, a silent messenger of 
peace, hope and faith to all men. 

What an answer to men of ill will! Russia achiev- 
ed the first momentous launching of a man-made moon 
and accepted its scientific laurels with boasts of des- 
tructive prowess. Whatever we co now, even a rocket 
to the moon, will psychologically at least, be only 
second best. 

But a star of peace, lighted by a great concentra- 

tion of scientific genius and yet designed solely to lift 
the hearts of men and to inspire their prayers for bro- 
therhood, would be a vision of immense grandeur.

What to tell the public and what not to tell is a 
constant issue. 

On the one hand are some government officials 
who seek to keep quiet only the good things about 
themselves and their administration. On the other 
hand the cumpetitive news gathering organizations 
are seeking to fulfill their function of providing free 
Americans with reports on everything about their 
government. 

It so happens that in our Democracy, the people 
are masters and government and government employ- 
es are the servants. 

The fizzle in sending up the Vanguard is causing 
national and world-wide consternation. Americans are 
being blamed and shamed in the war of diplomacy. 
That mcy be, for the moment, one of the liabilities of 
the fundamental policy of ‘free speech and freedom to 
know.” 

The fact that the world knows about this one major 
fizzle does not mean disaster, It does mean that Ameri- 
cans will realize the necessity of increased, dedicated 
service to regain and maintain its position to prevent 
a Russian attack.
